R ome, May 20.— As the most direct 
move yet made in preparation for war 
a royal decree places all railroads 
and railroad stations in Italy directly 
under tlie control of the military. 
With the rushing of more troops to 
the frontier and the practical mob 
iliy.ation of all troops in the north 
of Italy, this is taken to mean a gen 
eral mobilization order today. 
Excitement is at white heat through 
out the country, everyone now await­ 
ing tensely the convening of parlia­ 
ment, which is expected to mean the 
Immediate entry of Italy into the war 
on tlie side of the allies. 
Unofficial 
but authentic dispatches announcing 
that both Germany and Austria are 
rushing troops and 
heavy 
guns to 
their frontiers has intensified the in- 
tei est. 


Envoys Still in R ome. 


Both Prince Von Buelow, German 
ambassador, and Baron de Maochio, 
Austrian ambassador,

R oumania’s entrance into the war 
on Italy’s side with an army of fffiO,- 
000 men will follow as a matter of 
course when Italy gives the word. 
Tn Berlin and Vienna it is felt that 
Italy can no longer be kept out of 
the conflict. 
The certainty of having 
to face a fresh and powerful foe is 
regarded in a defiant mood as far 
as tiie public announce nu nts of those 
in authority are an index of the na- 
tional spirit. 


U. S. Asked to Act. 


Washington, May 20.- Both Austria
